ABOUT CAMPAIGN 
EXPENSES, 
The righteousness of the so-called in­ 
dependent in politics 19 a good deal like 
that of the scribes and Pharisees, 
Be. 
cause John Wanamaker did his whole 
duty as a citizen and a christian in givmg 
of hie abundance to aid rn the election 
of Harrison, these political scribes and 
Pharise es now cry oorrnptions and want 
his ct st* investigated. 
In their way of 
thinking—for these scribes and Phari­ 
sees are usually of a democratic turn of 
mind—it was very wicked for John Wan­ 
amaker to give $10,000 to have Harrison 
elected, but it was all right for Grover 
Cleveland to give $10,000 to have him­ 
self elected. 
The Chris'ian Union, wbioh goes very 
tight-laced on political questions, urges 
that an itemized statement be published 
by both republican and democratic na­ 
tional committees, of the expenses of the 
late campaign. It Rays: “Enormous sums 
of money were expended in the last po­ 
litical campaign, and since cur last edi­ 
torial it has been demonstrated in a court 
of 
justice (hit some of this money 
wee expended corruptly in bribery. 
Mr. 
john 
Wanamaker and others, 
whom 
our 
correspondent probably 
refers to as bis associates, were large 
contributors to one of these 
funds. 
They stand in a position which enables 
them to insifit that the committee shall 
give to the public a detail sd statement 
of their expenditures, that the public 
my know whether all the moneys were 
spent for legitimate expenses or not. 
We have called on Mr Wanamaker, and 
we now call on the New York Independ­ 
ent, to unite with us in a demand that 
the accounts both of the republican and 
democratic national committees be pub­ 
lished, that if the funds contributed for 
honest purposes have been misappro­ 
priated for corrupt uses, the men guilty 
of such misappropriation may be brought 
to justice ” 
This is an impracticable 
soheme. 
Neither committee would publish such a 
statement, and no good would come of 
it in esse they did.publish it. The Chris­ 
tian Union*b idea that a stringent law 
should be enacted compelling all p anti­ 
cal committees to file with some publio 
official sworn statements, open to the 
public, showing both JUUL their receipts 
and all their expenditures in detail, is 
one from which no benefit would result. 
The hermaphrodite in politics would nev­ 
er be satisfied with the practical, fair, 
and common sense principle of running 
a campaign. 
A campsign cannot ba 
managed without net Ley end lots of it. 
The expenditure of tie fonds must be 
left to the judgment ut the executive 
committees of the national committees. 
If 
Tom, Dick,

campaign funds, there 
would 
be 
an endless and needless 
dispute as to the necessity for using 
money in certain oases. Expenditures 
that woald appear perfectly legitimate 
to either the republican or the democratic 
committee, would be denounced by (Le 
fault-finders of the hetmapbrcdifestripe. 
So from a business point of vie wit would 
seem to be a piece of foolishness to carry 
out the demands of the Christian Union. 
The condemnation of John Wanamak- 
er for contnbu ing $10,CCO for the elec­ 
tion of HariiEon, while it was all right 
for a democratic president to bi re $10,000 
for his own election, thovr the strange 
condition of the public mind on the ex­ 
penditures of campaign funds. 
What 
good, therefore, would it do, to publish 
such a statement demanded by the Chris­ 
tian Union? Even it would Le juntas 
likely to condemn what web right in the 
expenditure of campaign money and ap­ 
prove of what was really wroDg. 
This 
woald not he intentional, but a freak e f 
bad judgment. 


and F . A. Lamb, of Madison, have issued 
an address to the people of Wisconsin on 
the question county option. The com 
mittee has given the matter considerable 
study, and atter reciting the reasons why 
looal option should be adopted, says: 
"Accordingly a county option bill has 
been prepared by a representative com­ 
mittee, which provides that on petition of 
at least IO percent of the qualified voters 
of any oonnty to the county judge, a 
special election shall be ordered by him, 
at which the voters shall decide by their 
votes whether license shall be granted 
within the limits of that oonnty for tbe 
sale 
of 
intoxicating 
lquora, 
or 
whether such 
sale 
shall ba 
pro­ 
hibited; 
aud further providing that 
the question shall not be resubmit­ 
ted to the people until the expiration of 
three years. In ossea oonnty votes to 
prohibit the traffic, offenders wilt be 
prosecuted by county and city officers 
under existing statutes. 
In case it votes 
for license, the trsfflo will rems n under 
the same regnlation of state aud munici­ 
pal laws under wbioh the licenses were 
issued." 
It would seem, from a careful survey 
of the field, that such a measure as that 
proposed by the committee is tbe best 
possible solution of the liquor problem 
for this state. 
It is tbe kind of a "home 
rule'’ that is 
practical aud altogether 
just.

DEATH.

Cheyenne, W y., Feb. 4.—Jfews has 
leen received here to-day of a most singu­ 
lar fatality by which four Chinamen lost 
their lives. 
They were in Canyon City, 
near the Yellowstone park, and Yet Sing 
had established a wash-house in a tent d i­ 
rectly over a boiling spring. 
He had hot 
water constantly and was doing a good 
business in the new mining town. Wednes­ 
day he and three other Mongolians, who 
came from adjoing camps, celebrated tho 
Chinese new year. 
They 
burned fire­ 
crackers and offerings to Joss and wound 
up by getting drunk. 
Y et Sing had been 
cautioned about the boiling spring and told 
that it might be a slumbering geyser. 
For 
this reason his wash-tubs were kept on the 
other side of the tent so that no soap might 
disturb the quiet of the boiling water. 
No 
one knows how Yet Sing’s box of laundry 
soap got overturned into the boiling spring, 
and it is more than probable that some mis­ 
chievous miner emptied it therein. 
That 
night there was a sudden spouting of boil­ 
ing water, a tent flying through the air, 
and some piercing yells. Tho miners rushed 
up and found the geyser pouring water to 
a height of over IOO feet. 
The bodies of 
tho Chinamen, scalded to death, were found 
at some distance from tho scene. 
The 
geyser spouted for three hours and then 
subsided.

earned $197,611 by their laker.

sum was increased by $47,908 from gas 
manufacture and other sources, making 
a total income of $245,560. The cost was 
only $230,377. giving a pi leon profit of 
$15,1&3.

INSTANTLY K IL L E D . 


B u rstin g o f a T ow -B o a t B o llo r at P itts­ 
b u r g —T he A w ful R esult. 
P ittsburg, Pa., Feb. 4.—The towboat 
Two Brothers, lying at the Allegheny wharf 
at tho foot of Eleventh street, burst her 
boilers at 1:15 o’clock this afternoon, com­ 
pletely demolishing the vessel and badly 
wrecking the towboat Return, which was 
lying near by. 
When tho boilers burst the 
debris and scalding steam were scattered 
in all directions. 
Throe persons were in­ 
stantly killed and two others dangerously 
injured. 
The killed are: 
GEOUGE WILSON, engineer of the R eturn. 
ROBERTS, fireman. 
A man named Tarrs is supposed to have 
been blown into the river, as no trace of 
his remains can be found. 
The names of tho injured have not been 
learned. 
They are terribly scalded and 
their condition is critical. 
The cause of the 
explosion is not known. 
The boats were 
owned by Rulings Bros., and were engaged 
principally in harbor-towing. 
They were 
valued at about $6,OOO each.

P aris, Fab. 4.—Crown Prince Rudolph 
of Austria met his death at the hands of 
one of the greatest nobles of the Empire, 
who shot the Archduke for the purpose of 
avenging the betrayal of his wife by the 
heir 
apparent. 
On Sunday night the 
Crown Prince appeared at a ball given by 
the German Ambassador, Prince Reuss, in 
honor Of Prince Wilhelm’s birthday. 
The 
Archduke was in the highest spirits, his 
laughter rang through the rooms, and he 
appeared to enjoy himself amazingly. He, 
however, aroused some comment by paying 
rather marked attention to a very beauti­ 
ful Princess, whose husband, a member of 
one of tho oldest families of princely rank 
in Austria, is almost as well known in Paris 
as in Vienna. 
A t about I o’clock in tho morning the 
Archduke escorted his wife, the Crown 
Princess Stephanie, to her carriage, and 
after kissing her hand and bidding her 
adieu remained a few minutes longer in tho 
vestibule. 
On leaving the embassy he di­ 
rected his steps to the Michaeler platz, 
where he had promised 
to 
pieot his 
brother-in-law, Duke Philip of Coburg, and 
Count Hoyos. 
It had been arranged that 
they should drive thence out to his hunting 
lodge at Meyerling, some thirty miles dis­ 
tant from tho metropolis. 
On reaching the Michaeler platz the 
Crown Prince found his brother-in-law and 
Count Hoyos waiting for his arrival. 
Sud­ 
denly, however, the Crown Prince turned 
to his companions and asked them to ex­ 
cuse him, and m uttering something about 
being “en bonne fortune” declared that he 
would join them later in tho day. 
Both 
Duke Phi ip and Count Hoyes entreated 
Rudolph to forego his rendezvous, warning 
him of the risk and of the scandal which 
would inevitably ensue if his intrigue were 
to become known. 
However, the Crown 
Prince laughingly told them to cease their 
remonstrances, and disappeared down the 
Herrenga-se, waving in the air a pass-key 
and singing snatches of a popular ballad. 
The duke and Count Hoyos, together 
with the crown prince, then went on to 
Meyerling. 
Monday ihorning at 7 o’clock 
one of the richest and most 
powerful 
nobles of the empire, a man of princely 
rank, although not a member of any of the 
royal or reigning families, was in tho act 
of leaving his palace for tho purpose of 
trying a young horse which had just been 
presented to him by the crown prince, when 
he happened to catcli sight of a man 
skulking 
in 
the 
shadow 
of the 
wall 
just 
under 
tho 
private 
staircase 
leading 
up 
to 
his 
wife’s 
apartments. 
The Prince 
sprang 
forward to catch the stranger, who endeav­ 
ored to save himself by flight. 
The Prince 
soon overtook him and clutching his cloak 
tore it from him. 
To his horror he discov­ 
ered that the recreant was no other than the 
heir to the throne. 
The latter, taking ad ­ 
vantage of the momentary consternation 
of his pursuer, sprang forward, and quick­ 
ly jum ping into the plain, two-horse fiacre 
which he invariably uses on such occasions 
was driven on before the wronged husband 
recovered his senses. 
Reaching the shooting lodge at Meyerling 
at about 11 o'clock tho Crown Prince 
spent the remainder or the day out on the 
hills shooting, and made no mention of or 
reference to tho unpleasant onding of his 
adventure to his friends. 
On Tuesday his 
old valet Johann, who has attended him 
from his boyhood, noticed that his m aster 
was very much worried and on asking why 
was told rather curtly that it was nothing. 
On 
Wednesday morning 
the Crown 
Prince awoke very early and called to 
Johann to open tho blinds and bring him 
his letters. 
It should bo mentioned that 
the shooting lodge at Meyerling is a small, 
two-story building, aud that the Crown 
Prince occupied an apartm ent on 
the 
ground floor, scarcely five feet above the 
level of the garden. 
On opening the 
blinds tho valet remarked that there were 
two strange men in the garden and men­ 
tioned the fact to the Archduke. Th© latter 
carelessly remarked that they were prob­ 
ably some of tho bearers come for orders; 
then, sitting up in bed, propped the pillow 
up against the window, a n i leaning his 
head against the window£ho commenced to 
read his letters. 
Johann then left the 
room to prepare tho coffeo, bnt meeting 
Count Hoyos in the hall said: “ There are 
two men in the garden whom I have never 
seen before and whose looks I don’t liko.” 
At this moment a pistol shot was heard. 
All rushed to tho Crown Prince’s room, 
where a spectacle presented itself. 
Tho 
window-pane was smashed into a thousand 
pieces and the Archduke lay dead on the 
bed with the back of his skull shattered and 
the brains scattered on tho sheets. 
The 
strangers in the garden were seen to jum p 
the fence and to mount horses. 
Like light­ 
ning they disappeared into the forest, not, 
however, before Count Hoyos had recog­ 
nized in them the husband and brother of 
the Princess with whom Rudolph had 
danced frequently at the German embassy 
ball. 
As the Crown Prince reclined in his 
bed with his back turned to tho light whilo 
reading his letters, the wronged husband 
must have had time to take a deadly aim.

You remember John Bunyan in bis great 
history tells how the pilgrim put his fin­ 
gers in his ears and ran, crying: 
‘Life, 
life, 
eternal life!’ 
A poor car driver in 
this city some years ago, after having had 
a struggle to support his family, 
suddenly 
was informed that a large inheritance was 
his, and there was joy amounting to be­ 
wilderment; but that is a small thing com­ 
pared with the experience of one when ho 
has put in his hands the title deeds to the 
joys, the raptures, the splendors of Heaven, 
and he can truly say: 
‘Its mansions are 
mine, its temples are mine, 
its songs are 
mine, its God is mine!’ 
“Oh, it is no tame thing to become a 
Christian. 
It is a merry-making. 
It is 
the killing of the fatted calf. 
It is jubi­ 
lee. 
You know the Bible never compares 
j it to a funeral, but always compares it to 
something bright. 
It is more apt to be 
compared to a banquet than anything else. 
It is compared in the Bible to water, 
bright, 
flashing water; to tho morning, 
roseate, fire-woikod, mountain-transfigured 
morning. 
I wish I could to-day take all 
the Biblo expressions about pardon and 
peace, and life and comfort, and hope and 
heaven, and twist them into one garland 
and put it on the brow of the humblest 
child of God in this assemblage and cry: 
‘Wear it, wear it now, wear it forever, son 
of God, daughter of the Lord God Al­ 
m ighty.’ 
Oh, the joy of tho new convert! 
Oh, the gladness of the Christian service! 
“ You have seen sometimes a man in a 
religious assembly get up and give his ex ­ 
perience. 
Well, Paul gave his experience. 
Ho arose in the presence of two churches— 
the church on earth and the church in 
Heaven—and ho said: 
‘Now this is my ex ­ 
perience: Sorrowful, yet always rejoicing; 
poor, yet making many rich, having noth­ 
ing, yet possessing all things.’ 
If the peo­ 
ple in this house this morning knew the joy 
of the Christian religion they would all 
pass over into the Kingdom of God the 
next moment. 
When Daniel Sandeman 
was dying of cholera, his attendant said: 
‘Have you much pain?’ 
‘Uh,’ he replied, 
‘since I found the Lord I never had any 
pain except sin.’ 
Then they said to him: 
‘would you like to send a message to your 
friends?’ 
‘Yes, I would. 
Tell them that 
only last night the love of Jesus camo rush­ 
ing into my soul like the surge of the sea, 
aud I had to cry out: 
‘Stop,Lord, it is 
enough; stop, Lord, enough.’ 
Oh, che joy 
of this Christian religion! 
“ Pass over from those same joys in which 
you are indulging—joys of this world — 
into the raptures of the Gospel. The world 
can not satisfy you; you have found that 
out— Alexander longing for other world# 
to conquer and yet drowned in his own 
bottle; Byron whipped by disquietudes 
arouna the world; Voltaire cursing his own 
soul while all the streets of Paris were ap- 
plauding him; Henry II. consuming with 
hatred against poor Thomas a Becket-—all 
illustrations of the fact that this world can 
not make a man happy. 
Tho very man 
who poisoned the pommel of the saddle on 
which Queen Elizabeth rode shouted in the 
street ‘God save the Queen!’ 
One moment 
the world applauds aud the next moment 
the world anathematizes. 
Oh, come over 
into this greater joy, this sublime solace, 
this magnificent beatitude. 
The night after 
the battle of Shiloh, and there were thous­ 
ands of wounded on the field, and the am­ 
bulances had not come, one 
Christian 
soldier lying there a-dylng under the star­ 
ligh t began to sing: 
“ ‘There Is 8 land of pure delight,’ 


“ And when he ca'me to the next line there 
were scores of voices uniting: 
“ Where taints immortal reign.’ 
“ The song was caught up all through 
the fields among the wounded until it was 
paid there were at least 10,000 wounded 
men reuniting their voices a s they came t j 
the v e rs e : 
“ ‘There everlasting spring abides. 
And never-withering flowers 
Death, like a narrow stream, divides 
That heavenly land from ours.1 
“ Oh, it is a great religion to live by. 
and it is a great religion to die by. 
There 
is only one heart-throb between you and 
that religion this morning. 
Just look into 
the face of your pardoning God, and sur­ 
render yourself for time and for eternity 
and he is yours, and Heaven is yours, and 
all is yours. 
Some of you, like the young 
man of the text, have gone far astray. 
I 
know not the history, 
but you know it, 
you know it. 
When a young man went 
forth into life, the legends say, his guardian 
angel went forth with him, and getting 
him into a field the guardian angel swept a 
circle clear around where the young man 
stood. 
It was a circle of virtue and honor, 
and ho must not step beyond that circle. 
Armed foes came down but were obliged 
to halt at the circle—they could not pass. 
But one day a temptress with diamond 
hand stretched forth and crossed that cir­ 
cle with the hand, and the tempted soul 
took it and by that one fell grip was 
brought beyond the circle and died. Some of 
you have stepped beyond that circle. Would 
you not like this day by the grace of God 
to step back? 
This, I say to you, is your 
, hour of salvation. 
There was in the clos- 
■ iiig hours of Queen Anno what is called the 
! clock scene. 
Flat down on the pillow in 
I helpless sickness, she could not move hor 
, head or move her hand. 
She was waiting 
for the hour when the ministers of state 
should gather in angry contest, an i, wor 
ried and worn by the comiug hour, and in 
momentary absence of tho nurse, in the 
power, the strange power which delirium 
sometimes gives one, she arose and stood iii 
front of the clock, and she stood there 
watching the clock when the nurse re­ 
turned. 
The nurse said: 
‘Do jrou seo any­ 
thing peculiar about that clock?’ 
She 
made no answer, but soon died. 
There is a 
clock scene in every history. 
If some of 
you would rise from the bed of lethargy 
and come out from your delirium of sin 
and look on the clock of your destiny this 
morning, you would see and hear some­ 
thing you have not seen or heard liofore, 
and every tick of the minute, and every 
stroke of the hour, and every swing of the 
pendulum would say: 
‘Now, now, now, 
now!’ 
Oh, 
come home to your father’s 
house. 
Come home, O prodigal, from tho 
wilderness. 
Come homo, come home! 
“2. But I notice that when the prodigal 
came there was the father's joy. 
He did 
not greet him with any formal ‘How do 
you do?’ 
Ho did not come out and say: 
‘You are unfit to enter; go out and wash in 
the trough by tho well, and then you can 
come in; we have had enough trouble with 
you.’ 
Ah, no! 
When tho proprietor of 
that estate proclaimed a festival it was an 
outburst of a father’s love and a father's 
joy. 
God is your father. I have not much 
sympathy with that description of God I 
sometimes hear, as though he were u Turk­ 
ish Sultan, hard and unsympathetic and 
listening not to tho cry of his subjects. 
A 
man told me ho saw in one of the Eastern 
lands a 
King riding along, aud two men 
were in altercation, and one charge*! the 
other with having eaten his rice; and tho 
King said: 
'Then slay the man, and by 
post-mortem examination find whether he 
has eaten the rice.’ 
And ho was slain. 
Ah! the cruelty of a scene like that. 
Our 
God is not a Sultan, not a Czar, not a 
despot, but a father— kind, loving, forgiv­ 
ing—and he makes all heaven ring again 
when a prodigal comes back. 
‘I have no 
pleasure,’ ho says, ‘in tho death of him 
that dieth. ’ 
“lf a man does not get to heaven it is 
because he will not go thoro. 
No difference 
the color, 
no difference tho history, no 
difference the antecdents, no difference the 
surroundings, no difference tho sin. 
When 
the white horses of Christ’s victory are 
brought out 
to 
celebrate tho 
eternal 
triumph you may ride one of them, and as 
God is greater than all, his joy is greater, 
and when a 
soul conies back there is in 
his heart the surging of an 
infinite ocean 
of gladness, and to express that gladness 
it takes all the rivers of pleasure, and all 
the thrones of pomp, and all the ages of 
eternity. It is a joy deejier than all depth, 
and higher than all height, and wider than 
all width, and vaster than all immensity. 
It overtops, it undergirds, it outweighs all 
tho united splendor and joy of tho uni­ 
verse. 
Who eau tell what God’s joy is? 
“ You remember reading the story of a 
King who, on some great day of festivity, 
scattered silver and gold among the peoplo 
and sent valuable presents to his courtiers; 
but, methinks, when a soul comes back God 
is so glad that, to expreas his joy, ho flings 
out new worlds into space, and kindles new 
suns, and rolls among the white-robed an­ 
thems of tho redeemed a greater hallelujah, 
while, with a voice that reverbrates among 
the mountains of frankincense and is echoed 
back from tho everlasting 
gates, 
he 
cries: 
‘This, my son, was dead, and ho is 
alive again. ’ 
“A t the opening of the exposition in New 
Orleans I saw a Mexican flutist, 
and ho 
played the solo, and then after the eight or 
ten bands of music, 
accompanied by the 
organ, came in; but tho sound of that one 
flute as compared with all tho orchestra 
was greater than all the combined joy of 
the universe when compared with tho 
re­ 
sounding heart of Almighty God. 
“ For ten years a father went three times 
a day to the depot. 
His son went off in 
aggravating circumstances, but the father 
said: 
‘He will corno back. ’ 
Tho strain 
was too much, and his mind parted, and 
three times a day the father went. 
In the 
early morning he watched the train, its 
arrival, tho stepping off of the passengers, 
and then the departure of the train. 
At 
noon he was there again watching the de­ 
parture. 
At night, there again, watching 
the coming, 
watching tho going for ten 
years. 
He was sure his .son would come 
back. 
God has been watching and wait­ 
ing for some of you, my brothers, ten 
years, 
twenty years, thirty years, forty 
years, perhaps fifty years, waiting, wait­ 
ing, watching, watching, and if this morn­ 
ing the prodigal should come home, what a 
scene of gladness and festivity, and how 
the great Father’s heart would rejoice at 
your coming home. 
You will corno, some 
of you, will you not? 
You will,you will. 
“3. I notice, also, that when a prodigal 
comos home there is the joy of the minis­ 
ters of religion; 
Oh, it Is a grand thing to 
preach the Gospel! 
I know there has been 
a great deal said about tho trials and hard­ 
ships of the Christian ministry. 
I \*ish 
somebody would write a good, rousing 
book about the joys of the Christian minis­ 
try. 
Since I entered the profession I have 
seen more of the goodness of God than I 
will be able to celebrate in all eternity. 
I 
know some boast about their equilibrium, 
and they do not rise into enthusiasm, aud 
they do not break down with emotion; but 
I confess to you plainly that when I see 
a man coming to God and giving up his sin 
I feel in body, mind, and soul a trans­ 
port. 
When 
I 
see 
a 
man who is 
bound hand and foot in evil habit emanci­ 
pated I rejoice over it as though it were my 
own emancipation. 
When to day in our 
communion service such throngs of young 
and old stand at these altars and in the 
presence of heaven and earth and hell 
attest their allegiance to Jesus Christ, I 
feel a joy something akin to that which 
the 
apostle 
describes 
when he says: 
‘ Whether in the body I can not tell, or out 
of the body I can not tell. 
God knoweth.’ 
“Oh, have not ministers a right to re­ 
joice when a prodigal comes home? 
They 
blew tho trumpet, and ought they not to 
be glad of the gathering of the host? 
They 
pointed to the full supply, and ought they 
not to rejoice when souls pant as the heart 
for the water-brooks? 
They camo forth 
saying, ‘All things are now ready. ’ Ought 
they not to rejoice when the prodigal sits 
down at the banquet? 
“ Life insurance men will all tell you that 
ministers as a class live longer than any 
other. 
It is confirmed by the statistics of 
all those who calculate upon human lon­ 
gevity. 
W hy is it? 
There is more draft 
upon the nervous system than in any other 
profession, and their toil is most exhaust­ 
ing. 
I have seen ministers kept on miser­ 
able stipends by parsimonious congregations 
who wondered at the dullness of tho ser­ 
mons; when the men cf God were perplexed 
almost to death by questions of livelihood, 
and had not enough nutritious food to keep 
any fire in their temperament. 
No fuel, 
no fire. 
I have sometimes seen the inside 
of the .life cf many of JJxe American cler­ 


gymen—nearer accepting m olr hospitality, j 
I eeause they could not afford it; but I have 
seen them struggle on with salaries of $o0i) 
and 
$600 a year,—the average less than j 
that—their struggle trell depicted by the j 
Western missionary, who says in a letter: ; 
‘Thank you for the last rSmittanoe; until it t 
came we hod not any meat in our house for 
one year, and all last winter, although it 
was a severe one, our children wore their 
summer clothes. ’ 
And?these men of God I 
find in different parts of the land, strug­ 
gling against annoyances and exaspera­ 
tions innumerable, 
some of them week 
after week entertaining agents who have 
maps to sell, and submitting themselves to 
all styles of annoyance, and yet without 
complaint a n i with cheerful soul. 
How 
do you account for the fact that these life- 
insurance men tell us teat ministers as a 
as a class live longer than any others? 
It 
is because of the joy of their w o r k , the joy 
of the harvest field, the joy of greeting 
prodigals home to their father’s house. 
“Oh, we are in 
s y m p a th y 
w i t h a l l in­ 
nocent hilarities. 
We c a n enjoy a hearty 
song, and we can be merry w ith the mer­ 
riest; but those of us 
w h o h a v e toiled in 
tho service are ready to testify that all 
these joys are tame compared with the 
satisfaction of seeing men enter the king­ 
dom of God. 
The great eras of every 
minister are the outpourings of the Holy 
Ghost, and I thank God I have seen eighteen 
of them. 
Thank God, thank God!” 
“4. I notice also when the prodigal 
comes back all earnest Christians rejoice. 
If you stood on Montauk point and there 
was a hurricane at sea and it was blowing 
toward the shore and a vessel crashed into 
tho rocks and you saw people get ashore in 
the life boats and the very last man got on 
the rocks in safety, you could not control 
your joy. 
And it is a glad time when the 
church of God sees men who are tossed on 
the ocean of their sins plant their feet on 
tho rock Christ Jesus. 
“ Oh, when prodigals come home just 
hoar thoSo Chrstians sing. 
Just hear those 
Christians pray. 
It is not a stereotyped 
.supplication we have heard over and over 
again for twenty years, but a putting of 
the case in the hands of God with an im­ 
portunate pleading. 
No long prayers. 
Mon never pray at great length unless 
they have nothing to say and their hearts 
are hard and cold. 
Ail the prayers in tho 
Bible 
that were 
answered were short 
prayers: 
‘God be merciful to me a sin­ 
ner.’ 
‘Lord, that I may receive my sight.’ 
‘Lord, save me or I perish.’ 
The longest 
prayer, Solomon’s prayer at the dedication 
of tho Temple was loss than eight minute* 
in length, according to the ordinary rato 
of enunciation. 
“ And just hear them pray now that tho 
prodigals are 
coming home. 
Just sec 
them shako hands. 
No putting forth tho 
four tips of the fingers in a formal way, 
but a hearty grip, where the muscles of the 
heart seem to clench the fingers of one 
hand around tho other hand. 
Anil then 
see those Christian faces, how illumined 
they are. 
And see that old man get up and 
with tho same voice that ho sang fifty 
years ago in the old 
country mooting 
house, 
say: 
‘Now, Lord, leftest thou thy 
servant depart in jieace, for mine eyes have 
seen thy salvation.’ 
There was a man 
of Keith who was hurled into prison in 
time of persecution, and one day he got off 
his shackles and came 
and 
stood by 
the prison door, and when the jailer was 
opening tho door with one stroke ho struck 
down tho man who had incarcerated him. 
Passing along tho streots of London, ho 
wondered where his family was. 
Ho did 
not dare to a>k lest ho excite suspicion, but, 
passing along a little way from the prison, 
ho saw a Keith tankard, a cup that be­ 
longed to tho family from generation to 
generation -ho saw it in a window. 
His 
family, hoping that some day he would get 
clear, came ami lived as near as they could 
to the prison house, and they set that 
Keith tankard in tho window, hopin 
lie 
would 
see 
it; 
and 
ho 
cam) 
along and saw it, and knocked at the door, 
went 
in, 
and the long-absent 
family 
were altogether again. 
Oh, if you would 
start for tile kingdom of God to-day I 
think some of you would find nearly all 
your families around the holy tankard of 
the holy communion—fathers, 
mothers, 
brothers, sisters, around that sacred tank­ 
ard which commemorates tho love of Jesus 
Christ our IxirJ. 
Oh, it will be a great 
communion day when your whole family 
sits around the sacred tankard. 
One on 
earth, one in lieavon. 
5. Once more I remark, that when the 
prodigal gels back the inhabitants of Heaven 
keep festival. 
I am very certain of it. 
If 
you have never seen a telegraphic chart 
you have no idea how many cities are con­ 
nected together and how many lands. 
Nearly all the neighborhoods of the earth 
seem articulated, aud news flies from city 
to city, and from content to continent. But 
moro rapidly go the tidings from earth to 
Heaven, and when a prodigal returns it is 
announced before the throne of God. 
And 
if these souls this morning should enter the 
kingdom thoro would be some one in the 
Heavenly kingdom to say: 
‘That’s my 
father,’ ‘That s my mother,’ 
‘That’s my 
son,’ ‘That’s my daughter,’ 
‘That’s my 
friend,’ ‘That’s the one I used to pray for,’ 
‘That’s tho one for whom I wept so many 
tears,’ aud one would say, ‘Hosanna!’ 
nm! 
auother soul would say, ‘Hallelujah!* 
“ ‘Pleased with the news the saints below 
In son?s their tongues employ. 
Beyon<l the skies tho tidings go, 
And heaven is tilled with Joy. 


“ ‘Nor angels can their Joy contain, 
M I 
But kindle with new tiro 
The sinner lost is found, they sing. 
And strike the sounding lyre.’ 
“ At the banquet of Lucullus sat Cicero 
the orator, at the Macedonian festal sat 
Philip tho conqueror, at the Grecian ban­ 
quet sat Socrates the philosopher; but at 
our Father’s table sit all tho returned prod­ 
igals, more than conquerors. 
The table 
i3 so wide its leaves reach across seas and 
across lands. 
Its guests are the redeemed 
of earth anil the glorified of heaven. 
The 
ring of God’s forgiveness on every hand, 
the robe of a Savior’s righteousness adroop 
from every shoulder. 
The wine that glows

and sacraments. 
Let all the rodeemel of 
earth and all tho glorified of heaven rise, 
and with gleaming chalice drink to the re­ 
turn of a thousand prodigals. 
Sing! sing! 
sing! 
‘Worthy is the lamb that was slain 
to receive blessing and riches and honer 
and glory and power, vorld without end I’

Mounds; the Herald, of Hollandale, and 
the Star, of Daley Ville. 
All are printed 
in and mailed from the cfficein Mount 
Horeb. 
He once maintained an office 
at Blue Mounds, but it was burned down 
a few months ago, and the theory cf in­ 
cendiarism, suggested at that time, de­ 
veloped into a conviction. 
He has been an adyocate of no-license 
and recently received a letter which, af­ 
ter a preface of profanity closed as fol­ 
lows:

I notice by the city papers that there 
is pre ject to construct a railway via Gen­ 
eva and Johnstown to Janesville. 
Such 
a road would make another route to Chi­ 
cago and bring new elements, trade, 
travel and business to our city. 
It would 
obviate tbe seeming necessity of chang­ 
ing the present location rf the poor 
boose farm, save the heavy expense of 
such change and tbe construction of new 
buildings thereon—a saving to tbe com. ty 
of probably fifteen to twenty-five thous­ 
and dollars. It would add to the general 
wealth of the county—thus adding to tb0 
aggiegate taxable 
property, 
multiply 
travel and business, all these element! 
which tend to the convenience and emol­ 
uments of community would be the 
natural result if this new enterprise pre­ 
vails. Tberu are some towns in the 
county that may feel that they nave no 
direct interest in the construction of this 
road, but tbe indirect benefits woald 
more than compensate for any tithes they 
might 
pay in aid of the enterprise 
Certainly it woald not bairn no poition 
ut country, while it would greatly bene­ 
fit ct! er Bcd more desovicg sections. 
Our city cannot refuge aid. because if 
this enterprise fails, some other may be 
adopted that will be injurious to its in­ 
terests. 
In years gone by we have made 
m istakts enough to answer fora long 
tune. It is not best to repeat them. 
About fifteen years ego there was a 
project and a bill b fore the legislature 
for a franchise (we had no general rail­ 
road law then,) to construct a road from 
Harvard via. Johnstown and Whitewater 
north, ana I oppoted the measure, be­ 
cause I knew that in all reason that it 
would divert trade and business from 
our city—in short put ua on an island 
encircled by railways with a small area of 
territory that in a business sense we 
could call onr own; but tLis road if built 
will help rather than burt Janesville 
city, and at the same time give to east­ 
ern towns of the county |a much needed 
and well deserved route through their 
territory, therefore I hope the project 
will prevail and the road built. If there 
are any serious objections to the success 
of the enterprise, they do not occur to 
me now.
